Be Fair 


We don’t know but we do suspect what the reaction of 
the people of Andover will be about the present perplexity 
that the shcool committee finds itself in in regard to the 
permanent appointment of a superintendent of schools and a 
Junior High school principal. We do know that the school 


committee wants to know what the reaction of the people of 
Andover will be. 


That, we suspect, is one reason why the committee decided 
to ask the newspapers to publish the correspondence on the 
matter, and because the members apparently want the help 
of the public on this problem, we have included that cor- 
respondence in today’s paper, with some misgivings. 

Those misgivings are founded on a belief that human 
nature, with a little knowledge, jumps to conclusions, and that 
therefore the public is in not too good a position to advise 
the committee members—and more important, some persons 
may be hurt by talk not founded on facts. We feel perfectly 
confident that every single member of the school committee 
is sincerely trying to find the answer to a problem that has 
involved in it some very important principles, and that they 
are trying to place a relative scale of values on these principles. 

Although their handling of the problem has not been 
characterized by brilliance, we feel they sincerely are trying 
to serve the town’s best interests. They need your help. Be 
real Andover people and give that help by talking with the 
members, finding out what their thoughts are, extending to 
them advice based on nothing but facts. Otherwise, people 
who don’t deserve to be hurt, people here at home and people 


many miles away, will be hurt, and justice was never secured 
that way. 


From a Soldier 


One of the many interesting letters we receive from 
Andover’s service men contained this week an editorial from 
The Honolulu Advertiser, entitled: “To American Strikers— 
By A Soldier.” 

It reads in part: 


“To the men and women in the U. §. A. who have the 
power to strike: 

“This is not the voice of the Army, nor of any group of 
men, or anyone seeking to try to get his name in print. It is 
the voice of an American who has a little farm in Mississippi 
that he may never see again... 


“This is the voice of a man that left a $300-a-month job 
and asked for a uniform at $21 a month, a man that gets a 
lump in his throat each Saturday afternoon at retreat when 
they take Old Glory down and who silently forgives the first 
sergeant and all the officers for the bawling out during the 
week, the voice of a man who remembers Abe Lincoln as the 
greatest man in American history, a man that gets mad and 
sees red when he thinks about how they keep him here to train 
gunners when he would rather be in the islands in the fight. 

“This is the voice of a man that has stood at a corner 
waiting for a column of gunnery students to pass and has 
seen boys from his own country but who would not take up 
enough of their time to speak because each minute lost here 
is a life over there—and who has seen men come back so shot 
up they jump when a car passes them. 

“You see, folks, these men were not thinknig in terms 
of dollars. They give their lives and there are plenty of them 
resting somewhere with rusty bayonets stuck through their 
guts, and they’re holding a picture of a girl, or a little boy, 
or a picture of a gray-haired little old lady who will be going 
to the postoffice every day for a long time, and then one day 
the telegraph people will have to deliver the message from 
the Secretary of War and she won’t be going to the postoffice 
any more; she will just put the little candle in the window 
and wait, wait—for what?

“For men that already have the highest standard of living 
in the world to quit their jobs! I wonder, all night I lay awake 
wondering if that’s the kind of people I’m sticking my neck 
out for; I wonder what the boys in Italy will think when they 
read about a strike, a strike against what?

And that is what an awful lot of soldiers and sailors are 
thinking about the sorriest chapter in the history of American 
labor, a chapter probably brought on by the administration’s 
seeking of the labor vote by allowing too unrestrained free. 
dom in labor affairs, a freedom which generally allows iy. 
responsible persons to gain control, and brought on also by 
the fact that in its anti-inflationary program the administra- 
tion made concessions here and there to powerful blocs in 
order to retain support. 

We received another letter from another soldier this week, 
a man who used to be in the printing trade. “Glad to see your 
men are sporting the ‘mouse,” he said. The “mouse,” you prob- 
ably don’t know, is the nickname of the little seal which 
appears on the third page of the Townsman each week, show- 
ing that all the men here are union craftsmen. So some sol- 
diers apparently do like unions. Possibly most of them do, but 
all of them dislike the excesses of union leaders. 

Therein probably lies the fault. Unions are necessary, 
and not necessarily evils. What seems to happen in many 
cases is that the union leaders are not well-chosen. Meetings, 
even election meetings, are poorly attended, and it is easy 
to see how in some cases irregponsible, almost crack-pot 
leaders are chosen to positions of real responsibility, positions 
in which they can do labor a lot of good and a lot of harm. 

The remedy for the situation lies with labor itself. A good 
housecleaning will brighten the outlook for the future.

McDonald Home 
Gutted by Fire 


One of those fires in which there 
is very little visible of the spec- 
tacular to the spectator mushed 
through the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bernard L. McDonald, 8 Chestnut 
street. early Tuesday morning and 
completely gutted the interior. 
Damage was estimated at $15,000. 
Mr. and Mrs. McDonald were at 
Pensacola, Florida, at the time of 
the blaze, having made the trip to 
see their son, Paul, receive his 
wings as an ensign in the naval 
air service. 

The alarm was rung at 2:25, but 
an electric clock in the house had 
stopped at 12:25, giving rise to the 
pelief that the fire had been under- 
way for some time. Police Ser- 
geant Ray Hickey and Officer 
James Lynch, on duty in the 
Square, had smelled smoke and had 
made a tour of th edistrict for some 
time before noticing a glow in the 
McDonald cellar. They immediate- 
ly radioed the police station, and 
the fire department was called. The 
all-out was not sounded until 7:30. 


The fire apparently originated in 
the cellar, and was caused, accord- 
ing to state fire inspector Philip L. 
Deady, by spontaneous combustion 
in a barrel of rubbish under the 
cellar stairs. The flames went 
through practically every partition 
in the brick home. Furnishings 
aflame were tossed out the win- 
dow, with what could be resurrec- 
ted recovered by neighbors and 
stored away for the absent resi- 
dents. 

The McDonalds have four sons 
in the service. While in Florida 
they received word that one son, 
Staff Sergeant Walter, had received

By a vote of the school commit- 
tee I was directed to write the fol- 
lowing letter. 

It is the opinion of the school 
committee that, after this lapse of 
two years, the best interests of the 
pupils and system would be served 
if definite action could be taken on 
the position of superintendent of 
schools. 

On the basis of an interpretation 
by the town counsel of chapter 708, 
Acts of 1941, sections 1 and 6, the 
committee may legally appoint a 
superintendent upon a permanent 
basis if it cares to do so. Enclosed 
you will find a copy of the opinion 
of the town counsel. 

Would it be possible for you to 
take any action at this time which 
might assist us in our consideration 
of the problem?

Town Counsel’s Opinion 
Dear Mr. MacKenzie: 

This is in answer to your letter 
of December 18, 1948, concerning 
the election of a Superintendent of 
Schools at this time upon a per- 
manent basis. From your commu- 
nication and my talks with you the 
facts seem to be as follows: Mr. 
Sherman had not served as super- 
intendent for three successive years 
and therefore was not on tenure, 
and the election upon the last oc- 
casion was for the term of one 
year, which has expired during the 
period of his military service. I un- 
derstand further that you have had 
a previous ruling that a person on 
tenure loses the same upon elec- 
tion to a different position, such as 
a teacher becoming a superintend- 
ent. 

The law applicable is chapter 708 
Acts 1941, sections 1 and 6. To my 
knowledge there have been to date 
no interpretations of the Statute 
by the Courts of the Common- 
wealth. In summary, section 1 pro- 
‘vides that any person who has 
terminated his service as an em- 
ployee of the Town by resignation 
or otherwise for the purpose of 
serving in the military or naval 
forces shall be deemed to be on 
leave of absence and not to have 
resigned until the expiration of one 
year from the termination of his 
military or naval service. Section 
6 provides that any person coming 
under section 1 shall be reinstated 
if he so requests in service, provid- 
ed, that, in case he was appointed 
for a fixed term, the term has not 
expired. 

Sectiom 1 without more would 
protect all employees in that they 
would be regarded as on leave of 
absence. Section 6, however, must 
be considered with section 1, and 
in substance it provides the method 
of reinstatement available to such 
employees, provided that the term 
of such employees, if appointed for 
term, has not expired. 7 

It is my opinion that the effect 
of the latter part of section 6 must 
necessarily affect the provisions of 
section 1 in so far as reinstatement 
to a former position is concerned. 
The intent of the proviso is clear 
that an effect of the Statute was

not to extend the term of Qn ap. 
pointed employee. Further, other 
provisions of the Statute not Der. 
tinent to the immediate question 
also show this intent. [t is logical 
that the Legislature Should deem 
it necessary to provide that a deg. 
inite term of a Town employee 

Should not be extended by reason 
of his military service, I believe 

that the results otherwise are very 
apparent to you. 

Upon the above facts and law 
therefore I am of the opinion that 
you may legally appoint a super- 
intendent upon a permanent basis 
if you so desire under the circum: 
stances.

Lieutenant Blanchard’s Reply 

The letter to Lieutenant Blanch- 
ard was a combination of the two 
above letters. His reply follows: 

February 6, 1944 
Dear Mr. MacKenzie: 

This is to answer your kind let- 
ter of February 1, 1944, 

With regard to your interest in 
whether or not my name should be 
considered for the position of per- 
manent principal of the Junior 
High School, I am pleased to in- 
form you and the committee that 
it is definitely my desire that my 
name be so considered. 

The fact that my services are 
now being utilized by your govern- 
ment and mine in a capacity dif- 
ferent from that of the principal 
of the Junior High School in An- 
dover in no way lessens my inter- 
est in Andover or the position 
which you state is now being con- 
sidered by the Board. 

Being in the Navy and assigned 
to duty away from home, where it 
is not possible for me personally 
to be aware of the current prob- 
lems of our mutual interests as 
well as I would like, makes it de- 
Sirable that you and the other mem- 
bers of the Committee consider the 
fact that my personal interests in 
this and similar situations has been 
made secondary to national inter- 
ests. When taking a leave of ab- 
sence from my position and being 
called to duty in the U. S. Navy, it 
was my understanding that my po- 
sition with the School Board would 
in no way be jeopardized and that 
the spectre of losing my assign- 
ment would not present itself 
while away from Andover and in 
the service of our country. 

While it has been my good for- 
tune to remain on duty within the 
continental limits of the United 
States, the fact remains that cam- 
paigns are moving forward with 
greater intensity and when and 
where we will be sent is most un- 
certain, I would appreciate hearing 
the decision of the Committee 
within the shortest possible time. 

It would most certainly ease my 
mind to hear that the Board’s de- 
cision is to use temporary appoint- 
ments in my place until such time 
as my leave of absence is over and 
I can return to Andover.
